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Program Notes 


Haydn: Early and Late 
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This program celebrates Haydn's long and 
fruitful career with two pieces, one from 
relatively early and the other from his 
final large-scale pieces. Throughout a half 
century of composing, Haydn continually 
reinvented himself and, more than any 
other single composer, essentially created 
the musical language of the Classical era. 


Symphony No. 44 in E Minor, “Trauer” 
During the last half of the 1760s and into 
the early 1770s, Haydn composed a 
number of symphonies in minor keys, 
something he had rarely done before. 
Some historians have called this a 
“romantic crisis,” others claim that he was 
influenced by the literary movement 
known as “Sturm und Drang” (“storm and 
stress”). It is equally, if not more, likely 
that Haydn simply decided to investigate 
the expressive possibilities of the minor 
mode in a manner more thoroughgoing 
than he ever had done before. Certainly 
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the so-called “Sturm und Drang” 
symphonies include some of the finest 
works of his early-to-middle years as a 
symphonic composer. 


We know very little about the impetus 
behind his composing the E-minor 
symphony, written some time before 
1772, though the nickname (which means 
“mourning”) is reputed to have come 
from Haydn himself. It is one of the most 
powerful of the middle-period minor-key 
symphonies, with a splendid opening in 
unison that seizes the attention at once, 
particularly as it is set off by silence and a 
continuation of a quieter figure. The first 
four notes reappear in a number of guises 
and forms throughout the movement, 
making for a concentrated intensity rarely 
encountered in the earlier history of the 
genre. Its perfect foil is the racing 
sixteenth-note figure that appears to 
impel the move to the secondary key— 
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although Haydn ingeniously evades a firm 
feeling of arrival. 


The symphony’s level of seriousness is 
emphasized by the amount of sheer 
contrapuntal shaping. The coda of the 
first movement uses the main theme as a 
canon in combination with itself. For the 
second movement (the minuet), Haydn 
actually writes in the score “Canone in 
diapason” (“Canon at the octave”) to 
highlight the strict imitation between the 
top and bottom lines. The music turns to 
the major for the Trio, with some 
extremes of violent dynamic contrast. 
The slow movement, in E major, is 
wonderfully consoling. According to one 
story, perhaps apocryphal, Haydn once 
expressed the desire to have this 
movement played at his funeral. The 
finale, on the other hand, is full of energy 
and tension, with unison themes, sudden 
silences, and a tight, monothematic 
development to conclude what was 
surely the finest symphony Haydn 

had yet composed. 


Harmoniemesse 

Haydn was 70 when he finished the 
Harmoniemesse. Though he lived 
another six and a half years, he never 
completed another major work. This last 
major work remains a fitting capstone to 
a life of imaginative achievement. 


Upon the death in 1790 of his longtime 
employer Prince Nikolaus Esterhazy, 
Haydn moved into his own home in 
Vienna. Though officially still in the 
service of the Esterhazy family, he lived in 
semi-retirement, spending the summer 
months in Eisenstadt, where he evidently 
had lodgings in the castle. One of the few 
obligations that remained after his return 
from his last London visit in 1795 was to 
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compose a Mass every summer for the 
name-day (September 8) of the Princess 
Maria Hermenegilde. Between 1796 and 
1802 he composed six such works; these, 
along with the two oratorios and the nine 
string quartets of Opus 76 and Opus 77 
constitute the bulk of his work during the 
period—a rich treasury of late 
masterpieces.

By 1802, after completing The Seasons, 
Haydn was exhausted. Previously he had 
allowed himself about six weeks to 
compose his name-day Mass. In 1802, 
though, he started early, by mid-April, to 
be sure that he would finish it in time. On 
June 14, Haydn noted in a letter to the 
prince, “l am laboring wearily on the new 
Mass, though | am anxious whether | shall 
receive any applause for it.” Perhaps in 
response, the prince named an Assistant 
Kapellmeister in mid-August to help out 
the 70-year old master. 


The performance on September 8 was, as 
always, directed by Haydn. It was a 
tremendous success, and Haydn, once a 
servant in livery, dined at the Prince's 
table following the performance and 
received a toast from his employer; 
during the course of his life he had made 
the transition from skilled servant to 
honored “artist-in-residence.” 


For the rest of his life Haydn lived in his 
house in Vienna, loved by all who knew 
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him as a man of warm heart and wit, 
honored by the entire musical world as 
the greatest living composer, but lacking 
the strength to attempt another large 
work. The “Harmonie Mass” remains, for 
all practical purposes the last work from 
his pen. 


Though Haydn ended his magnificent 
series of symphonies in 1795, he did not 
give up writing symphonically. Indeed, the 
six late masses, though they call for 
chorus and soloists in addition to 
orchestra, are clearly symphonic 
structures. Haydn simply directed any 
creative drive he continued to feel for 
symphonic writing to these elaborate 
choral-orchestral works. The normal 
musical practice in the Viennese mass of 
the period called for the longer portions 
of the Mass Ordinary (the Gloria and 
Credo in particular) to be broken into 
several movements each. The Credo, for 
example, was normally divided into three 


or four sections, with a slow, usually 
hushed, movement beginning at the 
words “Et incarnatus est” (corresponding 
to the point at which the worshippers 
were to kneel), then a much faster 
movement at “Et resurrexit” (when the 
worshippers resume their seats). The 
closing words, beginning with “Et vitam 
venturi” were traditionally set as a fugue. 
It can scarcely surprise us to find the 
most renowned symphonist of the day 
laying out the four movements of the 
Credo with all of the standard features of 
a typical four-movement symphony. 


But Haydn does more than this. He also 
converted the Kyrie/Gloria and 
Sanctus/Agnus Dei pairs into other 
“symphonies,” slightly freer, at the 
beginning and end of the Mass. In each of 
these “choral symphonies,” the tempo 
and key of the first movement and the 
finale are in character with his 
instrumental symphonies. The middle

around the start of the 18th century. The first clarinets 


were modified from a recorder-like instrument known as 
the chalumeau, adding two keys and increasing the range 
of the instrument by two octaves allowing for chromatic 
playing in the upper register. By 1750, the instrument's 
shape had developed to what we see in the modern 


clarinet while the number of keys and finger holes 
would continue to evolve. 


The difference between the period and modern clarinet 
is readily seen in the number of keys and finger holes on 
the instrument. The Baroque clarinet has only two keys 
and the smallest pitch range. By Haydn's day, the clarinet 
had eight finger holes and five keys. Modern clarinets 
are much more complex, having between 17 and 22 keys. 
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movements allow somewhat greater 
freedom, but that, too, is entirely in 
accord with Haydn's practice in the 
orchestral symphonies. 


What is truly marvelous in the last six 
Masses is the way Haydn finds a fresh 
musical character every time he returns 
to the genre. The personality of each of 
the last six Masses is entirely different 
from the others. And that brings us, in 
particular, to the “Harmonie Mass” and its 
unusual title. 


The nickname is not Haydn’s own, nor is it 
devoid of ambiguity. On the face of it, a 
title like Harmoniemesse might suggest a 
Mass accompanied entirely by wind 
instruments (Austrians of the day referred 
to a wind ensemble as “Harmonie”, like 
Bruckner’s magnificent E Minor Mass. In 
fact, nothing more is intended by the 
phrase in this case than to describe a 
Mass setting that has an unusually large 


wind ensemble in the orchestral make-up. . 


The wind ensemble at Eisenstadt had 
recently been expanded, and Haydn took 
advantage of the available players. The 
name was first used—or at least, first 
written down—decades after Haydn’s 
death by a librarian working at Eisenstadt; 
he may have learned it from the older 
players in the ensemble, who could have 
taken part in the premiere. In any case, 
this glorious work effectively closes one 
of the great careers in music with suitable 
jubilation.

Sir Roger Norrington, conductor 





A native of Oxford, England, Sir Roger 
Norrington has been a pioneer in the 
field of historically informed performance 
since he founded the Schutz Choir in 
1962. In 1969 he was invited to become 
music director of Kent Opera and, for 15 
years, conducted more than 400 
performances of 40 different operas. He 
went on to create the London Classical 
Players in 1978, with whom he toured and 
made numerous seminal recordings, 
including the famed series of Beethoven 


symphonies. Sir Roger's work on scores, 
sound, orchestra size, seating, and playing 
style has had a profound effect on the 
way 18th and 19th century music is now 
perceived. He is in great demand by 
symphony orchestras worldwide and 
regularly conducts major orchestras in 
Berlin, Vienna, Salzburg, Amsterdam, Paris, 
New York, Boston, San Francisco, Los 
Angeles, Chicago, and London. Since 1998, 
Sir Roger has been Chief Conductor of 
the Radio Symphony Orchestra of 
Stuttgart introducing historically 
informed performance practices to the 
modern ensemble. He made his Boston 
debut in 1987 conducting Haydn's The 
Seasons for the Boston Early Music 
Festival. This is Sir Roger’s second season 
as Artistic Advisor for the Handel and 
Haydn Society.

A conversation with 
soprano Jill Malin 





What do you enjoy about singing with 
the Handel and Haydn Society Chorus? 


| still vividly remember the first 
rehearsal | attended. The supportive 
attitude of the other singers was 
apparent right away, with welcoming 
smiles all around. As the rehearsal got 
underway and those smiles opened up 
and sang, | was overwhelmed by the 
beauty of the sound. It’s rare and a 
complete joy to sing with a chorus with 
such a warm, beautiful sound. This 
atmosphere is fostered by chorusmaster 
John Finney, who conducts each of his 
rehearsals with great humor and skill. It’s 
truly a joy to sing with this chorus. 


How does the chorus perform ina 
“historically informed” style? 


In terms of historically informed 
performance practice, it’s inspiring to 
work with conductors who have great 
knowledge and experience in the field of 


“HIP.” Music of this period often 
demands a different vocal approach 
than is typically called for than when 
singing later choral works. Sir Roger 
Norrington had us prepare to sing with 
no vibrato as we rehearsed and 
performed The Seasons last year. 
Attention to clarity and a lean, articulate 
sound is the order of the day. It’s a real 
thrill to make use of techniques like that 
while ripping through some of the 
coloratura lines at a speed you didn’t 
know you were capable of! 


What do you enjoy most about 
singing Haydn’s choral works? 


Haydn wrote so much beautiful work 
for chorus and soloists, including 
Harmoniemesse. His choral music is 
filled with brilliant writing; the 
exuberant energy and fabulous colors 
he uses always seem fresh to my ears 
and the charming wit in so much of his 
writing is a real delight. 
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
